Denver is requested to be discreet in conducting investiga- 
tion requested by Dallas in resirtel. It is suggested that Denver 
ascertain from Colorado State authorities, without disclosing the 
true reason for the inquiry, the setup in existence in Colorado for 
the control of cigarette wholesalers and bonded warehouses in oon- 
nection with the collection of Colorado State cigarette taxes.
